The residence of , Mth French on 
Peek hill was entered with felonious 
intent on Thursday evening Inst, and 
money in gold com abstracted there­ 
from to the amount of about $250. 
That eveuing the masquerade ball of 
tho Native Daughters was in progress 
in Love’s hall. The residence of Mrs 
French is occupied not only by her 
own family, consisting of herself and 
son Johnny, and daughter, Violet, 
but also by Mr aud Mrs Hicks. 
All 
the menibois of both families were in 
town that 
night, 
attending the 
masquerade ball. 
Mrs French had 
just returned that day from a two 
weeks’ visit in Han Francisco. 
it 
was while the house was thus left 
unocoupied that the burglar grasped 
the oppurtunity to bear down upon 
the premises and capture the deposit 
of gold coin. 
Mrs French had fixed 
as the hiding place of her accumu­ 
lated money a niche under the flour 
bin built iu the wall ot the pantry. 
She had stored there .iu a purse the 
sum of $100—some of which belonged 
to tier children, representing the 
savings of years, and no one outside 
of the family knew ot’its whereabouts. 
Mr Hicks aud (.wife, shortly after 
unmasking at thedmll, which occurred 
betweeu 11 aud 12 o’clock, started 
to return home. 
Reaching the vicin­ 
ity Mrs Hicks noticed a light in 
the house, aud called her husband’s 
attention to the tact. 
He at once 
surmised that something was wrong 
as he 
knew that Mrs French and 
family 
were still at the ball. 
On 
entering bo saw a man hurriedly 
escaping through another door. 
He 
drew a pistol and lired at the in­ 
truder, 
but without etfect. 
The 
stranger made good bis escape. 
Hicks, realizing that a robbery had 
been committed, returned to town 
audjnotiliod Mrs French of the facts, 
aud also the othcers. Mrs French, 
also deputy sheriff Connors aud city 
marshal 
Huberty 
repaired to the 
scene, aud investigated. 
The purse, 
with a portiou of the money still 
therein, [and loose loose 820 pieces 
were found on the floor in the room. 
Apparteutly the rubber had been dis­ 
turbed while in the act of taking the 
money, aud in the excitement attend­ 
ing his discovery, aud the danger of 
being the target for a pistol bail, 
dropped the puise aud the loose gold 
pieces. 
An examination 
of the premises 
disclosed the fact that the house hud 
been ransacked thoroughly. 
Beds 
aud bedclotbing aud articles of furni­ 
ture were iu contusion, indicating 
an exhaustive search before tha [hid­ 
ing place of the coin, was unearthed. 
The flour bius under which the money 
wus coucealed, were broken from tire 
wail by sheer torce. 
Mth French re­ 
covered between 81Ü0 and S2U0, aud 
estimates that the booty secured by 
the robber was about 3250. 
The following flay u olose examina­ 
tion of the house corroborated tho 
statement of Mr flicks that be tired 
one shot at tbejbuiglar, the marks of 
the bullet being tound on the back 
of a chair. 
'The perpetrator is be­ 
lieved to have got away|uutoucbed. 
The officers have so far fuilod to 
get any clew to [the perpetrator of 
this crime. 
Mr H icks’ story as to 
his whereabouts that night, before 
going home with his wife, was con­ 
firmed in every particular. 
The occurrence carries a moral— 
not to leave valuables stowed away in 
biding places iu dwellings.

J. McDee, who has returned 
from iiis trip to the Mawaiianlalands, 
ha: many things to say ot that lnnd 
of sunshine and palms. 
While we 
were having our recent cold snap, Mr 
Me .ie says he was wearing a linen 
sup with straw hat, and going in 
bathing every day 
"I hnve tried surf bathing along 
the Ualifnruia coast in the U ulf of 
Mexico, along the Atlantic and in tho 
celebrated Lido near Venice” said 
Mr McDee, ‘‘but Waikiki beach in 
the cove of Diamond Head near H ono­ 
lulu beats them all; you can wade 
out a quarter of a mile aud then he 
flouted back to shore again 
with 
gr* ui, speed. The natives can come 
in on these waves standing erect on a 
board with the speed of a race horse. 
B. F. Taylor has been there aud seen 
the fuu. 
Our government is building the 
inrgest government wharf in 
the 
world at Pearl Harbor, ten miles from 
Honolulu; it will spend many m il­ 
lions therooD, making Pearl Hnrbor 
the largest and best mid-ocean harbor 
in the world. We can well aftord it 
because the Hawaiian IslaDds unlike 
the Philippines are n source ot great 
profit, to us.

W e find in some of the notices published in outside papers 
in reference to the appointment of superior judge, that the 
situation in Amador is referred to as a split in the republican 
part. 
We 
protest 
against this version. 
There is no 
factional fight among republicans in this county, nor lias 
there been any for several years. 
It is true that the party 
spirit, so far as the support of local candidates is concerned: 
has been much weaker than the support accorded to republi­ 
can principles through national and state tickets. 
But this 
has not arisen over any factional straggle for the control of 
the local organization. 
There are no warring elements con­ 
tending for the mastery, the one side determined to oppose 
and vote down whatever the other side may propose or do. 
If 
this were the case, it would be a much more difficult situation 
than that which has faced the local republicans of late years. 
But our failure to score lias not been the outcome of a factious 
opposition of this nature. 
And the Ledger wishes to remove 
that impression which seems to prevail on the outside. 
W ith ­ 
in the county, republicans understand the conditions fully, 
and do not take kindly to misrepresentations of their position. 
T h e trouble here has been due solely to mistaken policy of 
management. 
A large element, believing that their rights 
were infringed upon by what they deemed excess of authority, 
became either indifferent as to the support of the ticket, or 
manifested their disapproval in other ways to the detriment 
of the party. 
There was no organized effort in this direction- 
Every republican acted on his own judgment, but there were 
enough of this class to seriously affect the outcome. 
It sim­ 
ply amounted to a lack of confidence, and the weakness which 
invariably springs therefrom. There has been nothing in the 
shape of a contest for leadership. 
The republicans of A m a­ 
dor are not any different from the republicans elsewhere- 
They are not more disposed to scratch their nominees. 
Give 
them candidates in every way worthy of support, with their 
prerogatives as sovereign voters duly recognized, and they are 
just as loyal as republicans anywhere. 
W hen a trespass is 
made upon their rights, it matters not whether from laudable 
motives or otherwise, republicans as a rule will show their 
disapproval in some form or other. 
It is well that it is so. 
The masses of the party would not have any impairment of 
this spirit. 
It is a good trait, and not one to be deprecated. 
The remedy is simple. 
Pursue a course that will restore 
party confidence, and the voters of that persuasion will be 
found working shoulder to shoulder for the success of their 
nominees.

county.

acquainted with the routine of county business. 
He was 
elected as a democrat. 
He is an intimate friend of some of 
our own county officials. 
Personally we are not acquainted 
with the expert. 
We indulgejthe hope that he will pursue 
the task which he has undertaken solely in the interest of 
Amador county.

The resolution passed by the board is broad enough to 
cover all requirements, notwithstanding its limited wording 
iu places. 
If the experting does not take a sufficient range 
to get a true insight into county doings, it can hardly be 
charged to lack oí authority. 
Let us have the facts; and 110 
whitewashing bu s iuess.

Ten yenrs ngo I was em ployed In 
a slgtim block tower on a railroad.

They are raised high above the tracks, 
and those located out In n sparsely set­ 
tled country arc lonely places. 
At that 
time some of the towers were worked 
by wotnen, and I was one of these 
women. Indeed, I was a girl of twenty. 
My duties were not onerous. 
I had 
tim e for-sew ing or fancy w ork or m u­ 
sic, the latter of which I w as very 
fond, 
I had the night w atch, and I 
and my colleague of the day watch 
kept our quarters In spick and spnn 
condition, with plants In the windows 
—Indeed, everything to make the place 
homelike. 
O ur tow er was some distance front 
any house, but I wns never lonely or 
afraid, for at. the approach o f danger 
I could lock myself in, and w ith arm s 
and am m unition the place had great 
advantages for defense. 
H ut I never 
thought of defending myself, for I 
could see no reason why I should be 
attacked. 
One evening shortly before dark I 
was singing, accompanying m yself on 
my guitar. 
I did not hear a footstep 
ascending, and suddenly, looking back 
of me, I saw a man standing In the 
room. 
H e was quite respectably dress­ 
ed, b u t there was som ething In his 
face I did not like. 
Bowing to me 
deferentially, ho said: 
“P ardon mo for this intrusion. 
I 
heard the music and w as surprised 
that it should come from a railroad 
w atch tow er. 
I am very fond of 
rntisic, and' your volee Is delicious. 
W ould you mind my sitting here,” tak ­ 
ing a seat, “while you sing?” 
I w as not deceived by his smooth 
tongue, but w hat could I do?

meet deception by deception.

“Now, suppose,” he said, “a train 
should com e along. 
W hat's th e next 
train ?”

“W ell, you wish to put It on the 
right track’. W hat do you do?” 
“1 puil this lever.” 
“And If you wished it to ta k e the 
right band track of the Y, a sh o rt dis 
tanee up the track, w hat w ould you. 
do?” 
“I w ould pull this lever,” p u ttin g my 
hand on another. 
“II'm . I t’s very interesting. 
W h at a 
sim ple system when you once know 
it.” 
“V ery.” 
He- looked at the clock, ra th e r nerv ­ 
ously, I thought, and listened. There 
was a d ista n t rattle of a train. 
“Is th a t the express?” he asked. 
“I have no doubt it is.” 
The expression on his face began to 
change. 
The interested look he bad 
thus fa r w orn gave place to one of res­ 
olution.

was enough, and I received a liberal 
reward. 
My visitor’s Intention was 
never explained.

Hut once did he reveal 
his h eart secret. 
One evening be told 
Heskeen th a t he would ra th e r be in 
bell thau alive. 
Thereafter his lips 
were sealed.

Tuesday morning he rose early aud 
passed through the house.

returned to his bed. 
The fam ily took 
little Dotioe of the a c tio n , as his 
loyalty to his couch was well known 
to them . .

Itis the duty of the press to protect 
the public from extortionate charges. Ifbills without warrant
